an opportunity to carry out their 
will correlate with the phases of the 
work and ideas in a practical way.

OHIO HEN LAID MORE 
EGGS THAN IN 1927 


Production Higher in 1927 Than 
In 1926— Pickaway Beats 
160 Standard. 
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Ohio hens laid more eggs during 
the 1927 poultry year man during the 
corresponding period of 1926. acco cl­ 
ing to a final check of reports from 
demonstration flocks and other (locks 
whose owners keep records in co­ 
operation with Ohio State University. 
The 243 demonstration flocks report­ 
ing in October had an average egg 
production for each hen of 146.7 eggs 
for the year, as compared with 143.6 
for 1926. The 604 “calendar” flocks 
whose owners have been reporting to 
the university, had en average for 
the year of 142.8 eggs as compared 
with 136.9 for 1926. Figures register­ 
ed for the demonstration flocks since 
1923 show an increase each year. 
The October averages, which end­ 
ed the report for the year, were 6.8 
eggs per hen for the demonstration 
flocks and 6.3 eggs for the calendar 
flocks. 
The standard for egg produc­ 
tion, laid down by the poultry special­ 
ists of the university, is 7 eggs. 3 he 
standard for tile year is 160 eggs fur 
each hen. 
Summaries of the reports by coun­ 
ties show that four counties had 
flocks whose average exceeded the 
160-egg standard aet by Die univer­ 
sity. Meigs county led, with 18 co­ 
operators whose average was .*78 7 
eggs per hen. Belmont County, with 
three cooperators, was second, with 
an average of 172.3 eggs. Green coun­ 
ty was next, with a county average 
of 164 eggs per hen, and Pickaway 
County was the fourth to exceed the 
standard average, with 163.1 eggs per 
hen. The average Ohio hen lays al out 
70 eggs a year.
